1 . The limitation "sensing gross load current in the course of isolating each of the 
stacks, and individually balancing individual stack currents by adjusting, based on said 
gross load current, at least one parameter affecting at least one of said inputs and 
outputs to produce a desired current from one or more of said stacks individually" 
changes the scope of the claim. Therefore, the amendment would require further 
search and consideration. 
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
